Dryer, Dr. Charles Redway Wilmarth 
(1850-1927) 


Dr. Dryer was a geologist and geographer known throughout the 
nation. He was born in Victor, New York, August 31, 1850 and 
educated at Hamilton College and the University of Buffalo. 

He began his professional career in Fort Wayne teaching science 
in the Fort Wayne High School from 1877-1890. In 1893 he left 
Fort Wayne to become professor of geography and geology at Indiana 
Normal School in Terre Haute. Twenty years later he returned to 
Fort Wayne and lived there until his death in 1927. 

Dr. Dryer was an authority in Geology, espically Indiana 
geology. Two years after his death, a monument was dedicated to 
him at Pokagon State Park. The tonument is situated west of 
Patawatomi Inn on a bluff overlooking the two lower basins of 
lake James. The site was named Dryer Hill in memory of Dr. Dryer.

Hamilton, Dr. Alice (1869-1970) 


Februsry 27, 1869-September 22,1970 

Born in New York City but family moved to Fort Weyne a few months 

later. Her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Montgomery Hamilton, as well as 

her grandparents were prominent Fort Wayne citizens. The Hamilton 

children were taught by private tutors in their home and were well 

versed in the classics, Greek and Latin before entering prep 

school and universities. 

Edith Hamilton, her sister, was a classicist scholar, Margaret 

served as headmistress of Bryn Mawr School, Norah was an artist, 

and Allen was professor at University of Illinois. 

Alice Hamilton left home to attend Miss Porter's School in Connecticut 

and went on to the University of Michigan where she received her 

M.C. Degree in 1893. She studied further at leipzig, Munich and 

John Hopkins University. 

in Chicago she lived and worked at Hull House with Jane Addams. 

Here she came to know the men, women and children who worked in 

crowded, unsafe sweat shops and she realized that the industrialization 

of America was exacting a great toll in human life. 

From that time on Dr. Hamilton devoted her life to studying the 

causes of industrial disease and working to eradicate them. Her 

accomplishments and interests were almost too numerous to list. 

In 1910 the Governor of Illinois appointed her to a state commission 

to investigate occupational diseases. From 1911-1940 she served 

as an unsalaried consultent fa the U. S. Department of Labor to 

investigete labor conditions throughout the Nation. 

In 1919 Harvard University honored her by appointing her assistant 
professor of industrial medicine and the first woman to join the 

faculty. She continued to teach until 1935 when she became 

professor Emeritus. 

On her 90th birthday, Harvard University announced the establishment 

of the Alice Hamilton Fund for Occupational Medicine within the 

school cf public health. 

Dr. Hamilton was vitally interested in social causes. She was 

co-founder of the Women's International League for Peace and Freedom. 

In 1947 The Americen Public Health Association presented her the 

Lasker Award "in recognition of her great services in protecting 

the health of workers. No one has done more in this field."

Hamilton, Edith (7867-1963) 


1867-1963 

Born in Dresden, Germany but grew up in Fort Wayne, Indiana in the 
Hamilton homestead at Clinton and Lewis Street. In speaking of 
her childhood, Miss Hamilton said her father was wealthy and 
primarily interested in educating his young family. The Hamilton 
children were taught by tutors at home and at the age of seven 
Edith Hamilton was studying latin. Later she was sent east to 

‘Miss Porter's School in Farmington, Connecticut and then to Bryn 
Mawr College where she earned the B.A. and M.A. degrees in Letin 
and Greek in 1894. 

In 1895 she went to Germany to study at the universities of 
leipzig and Munich and was the first woman student admitted to 
the University of Munich. She often referred to her experiences there 
commenting on how difficult it was for thse professors to accept 
& woman in their classes. 

In 1896 Miss Hamilton founded Bryn Mawr School in Baltimore 
and served as headmistress for twenty years. 

Her first book was written in 1930 when she was 63 years old, 
and then only because friends persuaded her to publish The Greek Way. 
Since then she has written many books dealing with Greece and Rome 
and classical subjects. The Ever-Present Past was published 
posthumously and is a collection of essays on various subjects. 

Many tributes have been paid to Dr. Hamilton. In 1957 she 
was a guest of the Greek government attending the performance of 
her English translation of "Prometheus Bound", and at that time was made- 
honorary citizen of Athens 

In the Name of the King, the Minister of Education decorated 
her with the Golden Cross of the order of Benefaction. Pr 
Hamilton spoke to the people assembled declaring "This is the 
proudest moment of my life." 

In 1958 she received the Constance Lindsay Skinner Award 
given annually by the Women's National Book Association. 

In 7950 she received the National Achievement Award. She 
was a member of P.E.N., the American Acedemy of Arts and letters 
and the National Institute of Arts and Letters. 

She was granted honorary D. litt. degrees from Yale University, 
The University of Pennsylvania, and the University of Rochester.

William Nutting journalist, illustrator, editor, mechanical 
engineer, and yachtsman grew up in Fort Weyne and graduated from 
Fort Wayne High School in 1902. In 1924 at the height of his career, 
he andhis three sailing companions disappeared at sea off the 
coast of Greenland during a storm which had swept down from the 
polar ice cap. Earlier in 1920, Nutting and his crew survived a 
brush with death while sailing the Typhoon across the Atlantic. 

He later wrote and published the story of this voyage in Ihe Track of 
The Typhoon, 

Nutting was editor of "Motor Boat Magazine" when he left to go 
overseas as a Foreign Correspondent in World War I. He is credited 
with having introduced the first portable typewriter to Russia, | 
and was rewarded for this by arrest and internment until he succeeded 
in proving that the typewriter was not spy equipment.

Whitten, Dr. Kathryn M. (1882-1951) 


Practiced medicine in Fort Wayne from 1918 t to 1946 when she 
retired and moved to California. 

In 1942 she published her novel The Horses of the Sun. 

Dr. Whitten is a native of upper “New York state. She Vir 
normal school at Plattsburg, New York and then completed nurs 
training at Hawthorn Hospital, Boston, Massachusetts. Atheugy 
she became superintendent of nurses her real aim was to study 
medicine. She entered New York Polyclinic Medical School and later 
Valparaiso University to finish her college credtis. The degree 
of Doctor of Medicine was completed at Loyola University, Chicago 
in 1918 and then Dr. Whitten began her practice in Fort Wayne. 

Dr. Whitten has been credited with starting the movement to 
commission women doctors in the medical corps of the nation's 
armed forces. In 1942 she conducted & nation-wide poll of 
outstanding persons in all professions and appeared before the 
Congressional Board of Inquiry prior to passage of the law. 

Dr. Whitten traveled a great deal. She spoke French fluently 
and is listed in Who's Who in the Western Hemisphere. 

Her novel, The ‘Horses of the Sun, is is the si story of a women 
doctor trying £6 break down the prejudice ageinst her sex and 
profession. The title is from Phaethon, son of Apollo, who drove 
the chariot of the sun. 

Dr. Whitten was killed in an automobile accident in Los 
Angeles, Celifornia May of 1951. Her will provided for the Trust 
Fund of $200,000 for select young persons who have demonstrated 
their ability for higher lIéarning.
